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ABSTRACT 



Using data received from California's 71 community college 
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there were 898,399 full-time equivalent students (FTES ) in the colleges 
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per FTES totaled $3,520, not including capital outlay expenditures. The first 
part then presents data on FTES by district for credit, noncredit, and 
apprenticeship programs, while the second offers summaries of recalculation 
and second principal apportionment FTES by district. Summaries of general 
fund transactions are then reported in the part III, while part IV provides 
summaries of general fund revenues and general fund revenues by source . The 
next two parts present data on total general fund expenditures by object 
category and the FY 1995-96 expense of education, including the amount and 
percentage of expenses going toward instructors' salaries. Part VII focuses 
on state general fund expenditures by activity, aggregated instructional 
activities, aggregated administrative and support activities, community and 
ancillary services, and general fund expenditures by activities. Part VIII 
provides a ranking of districts by FTES size, while part IX provides a 
summary of the districts' FTES, fund balances, revenue, and expenditures for 
1991-92 to 1995-96. Information on definitions and data sources is attached.

This abstract is completed annually from information provided by California's community 
college districts and contains both attendance and General Fund fiscal information. 
The information most often requested has been included. 

The Chancellor’s Office appreciates the efforts of district staff in providing the data that 
are compiled, summarized, and displayed in this publication. Except for minimal review 
and minor technical editing, the information contained herein is based on data 
submitted by the districts.

SUMMARY 



This issue of the Fiscal Data Abstract provides actual attendance and fiscal information 
for the 1995-96 fiscal year. This information is based on reports provided by 
California's community college districts. Fiscal information regarding the Chancellor's 
Office itself is not included. 

The full-time equivalent student (FTES) was 898,399 compared to the previous year of 
882,575. This is an increase of approximately 1.8 percent. Of the total 1995-96 FTES, 
25,594 was attributable to nonresident students. 

The fiscal information contained herein regards the districts' General Fund, which is the 
operational fund and accounts for most district revenues and expenditures. Following 
is a two-year comparison of systemwide revenues and expenditures of the General 
Fund:

GENERAL INFORMATION 



1. Due to changes in the law (Education Code Section 84750), the workload 
measure for determining attendance has been changed from average daily 
attendance (ADA) to full-time equivalent student (FTES) beginning with the 
1991-92 fiscal year. 

2. Full-time equivalent student and apprenticeship hours are as reported on Forms 
CCFS-320, Apportionment Attendance Report, and CCFS-321, Apprenticeship 
Attendance Report. 

3. Actual revenue and expenditure data are taken from Form CCFS-311, Annual 
Financial and Budget Report. 

4. Full-time Equivalent Student (FTES) - Student Workload Measure: 

a. An FTES represents 525 class (contact) hours of student instruction/activity 
in credit and noncredit courses. Full-time equivalent student (FTES) is one 
of the workload measures used in the computation of state support for 
California Community Colleges. 

b. The attendance FTES is derived from student contact hours of instruction 
generated by residents, nonresidents and apprentices in community college 
educational programs which consist of credit and noncredit courses. 

c. Nonresident FTES is generated by students who are not residents of 
California and whose attendance is not supported by State apportionment. 

d. Apprentice FTES represents the hours of attendance (converted into FTES) 
of indentured apprenticeship students enrolled in classes of related and 
supplemental instruction pursuant to Labor Code Section 3074. For the 
purpose of computing FTES, 525 apprentice hours equals one unit of FTES. 

e. Funded FTES is the FTES generated by California residents and others as 
provided by law for which State apportionment is claimed and funded. 

f. Districts eligible for GAIN supplemental funding are those with unfunded 
FTES and approved additional GAIN FTES by the State Department of 
Social Services. GAIN funding consist of equal portions of federal and State 
funds as appropriated in the annual Budget Act. 

g. Districts eligible for Basic Skills supplemental funding are those with 
unfunded FTES and growth in Basic Skills above their Basic Skills 
maintenance of effort. The Basic Skills funding consist of State funds as 
appropriated in the annual Budget Act. 

5. Community college districts are funded on a formula basis consisting of the 
following components: base, inflation, equalization and growth. In addition to the 
general purpose funding, districts receive funds for apprenticeship hours and 
categorical programs. 
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6. Current Expense of Education (Table VI) 

a. Current Expense of Education (CEE) ECS 84362(c) 

This amount reflects General Fund Unrestricted expenditures for academic 
salaries, classified salaries, employees benefits, supplies and materials, 
other operating expenses and services (Object of Expenditure Codes 1000- 
5000) and equipment replacement (as defined) for instructional and 
administrative and support activities (Activity Codes 0100-6700) less 
exclusions as prescribed. ECS 84362 requires that 50% of the CEE amount 
be expended for salaries of classroom instructors. 

b. Salaries of Classroom Instructors ECS 84362(a) 

This reflects only (1) that portion of salaries for purposes of instruction of 
students by full-time and part-time instructors employed by a district and (2) 
all salaries paid to instructional aides employed by the district to assist 
classroom instructors in classroom instructional tasks during any portion of 
their duties and under the supervision of district-employed instructors. 

In addition, salaries of classroom instructors include the cost of all benefits 
provided the above mentioned instructors and instructional aides. 

7. General Fund Expenditures by Instructional and Support Activities (Table VII. 1 
thru VII. 5) 

a. Instructional Activities 

The instructional activities are the major discipline categories established 
and updated by the Chancellor's Office, Curriculum and Instructional 
Resources Division. 

b. Administrative and Support and Other Activities 

These activities support instruction, including services to student and the 
public, as well as general administration and operation of community college 
districts. 

Both the instructional and the administrative and support activities structures are 
modifications of the Higher Education General Information System (HEGIS). For 
further information, users should refer to the California Community Colleges 
Taxonomy of Programs (TOP^ Manual (instructional activities) and Budget and 
Accounting Manual M993 Edition) (administrative and support activities, pages 4.9 
through 4.41). 
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
